(A) The active promotion of speedier grain shipments 
through the media of letters and telegrams sent to 
responsible parties. 

(B) The publicaUon of an economic survey of Vulean and 
district now in process. This survey will be published 
in booklet lorm and will serve to promote the influx 
of population and Increase of tourist trade. 

(C) The resolutions of the Agriculture Committee of the 
Vulcan and District Board of Trade, listed below were 
approved by the Alberta Chamber of Commerce and 
Agriculture at the annual meeting held this summer 
at Red Deer, Alberta. 

Resolutions: (1) “Sufficient grain cars be provided to han¬ 
dle quotas of all shipping points in western 
Canada by July 31, 1956.” 

(2) “Canadian Railways bt urged to provide 
more cars if necessary to keep terminal storage 
facilities at full working capacities." 

These are just some of the 1956 undertakings of your Board 
of Trade.

July 23, 1956—

100 cans requested immediately.”

Forage Crop Seeding Dates 

Agronomist H. B. Stelfox and 
W. J. Doran of the Forage Crops 
Division Lacombe Experimental 
Farm, ^have recently completed 
■some very interesting work re¬ 
garding the most opportune time 
for seeding forage into stubble. 

In this area the greatest per¬ 
centage of forage is seeded on well 
prepared land early in the spring. 
During the last few years seeding 
at this time has turned out well 
in most cases. The Research Peo¬ 
ple at the Lacombe Farm have 
found that if very dry weather 
follows spring seeding only a par¬ 
tial stand may be obtained. When 
this is the case they find that the 
stand may. be thickened by seed¬ 
ing additional seed in the fall after 
the companion crop is- removed.
